popular as fishing places. 
One of these stream s flows through 
Rush county , but it is hardly likely 
th a t m any of the bass w ill ever get 
up this far.

V acant 
lots are covered w ith debris th a t if 
left to rot and effervesce in the hot 
sun w ill m ean m uch disease aud sick ­ 
ness w hich can be avoided by rem ov­ 
ing it to the garbage furnace or to 
some {>oiut outside the city lim its. 
The form er custom of hauling it to 
some vacant lot in a sparsely settled 
d istrict 
should 
not 
bo perm itted. 
H ere it is as dangerous to the residents 
surrounding the “ dum p pile ” as if it 
had been left in the alley w here it 
originally belonged. 
The city health board is seeing to it 
th a t all closets th a t are full or nearly 
so, are cleaned and put in the best 
sanitary condition possible, and th at 
all debris th a t lias collected on lots, 
etc., is raked up and eith er burned or 
hauled aw ay . '“All 
citizens 
should 
look carefully a fte r the sanitary con­ 
ditions about th eir prem ises. 
By do­ 
ing this y ou w ill not only be protecting 
y onr own health, but th a t of y our 
neighbors and friends as well. 
A t­ 
tention 13 these little m atters at once 
may save the city from an epidem ic 
of ty phoid fever, and a num ber of 
lives perhaps, one of y our own fam ily .

£ ta te Board of Health Makes Sugges­ 
tions for City Sanitation. 
Indianapolis, Ind., August 15.—The 
Indiana board of health has drawn 
up a model ordinance for the control 
of slaughter houses, butcher shops 
meat and fish m ark ets 
and eating 
houses. 
Copies of the ordinance will 
be sent to all the cities of the state 
with a note suggesting its adoption 
or the adoption of a similar measure 
The smaller towns will not be ask ed 
to adopt it because many of its pro­ 
visions could not be carried out. The 
section 
dealing with the slaughter 
house question is in line with the 
strict 
requirem ents 
that 
are 
being 
made for pack ing houses in the larger 
cities. 
The board is of the opinion 
that the slaughter houses in smaller 
places which furnish meat for horn» 
consumption are in need of strict reg 
ulatlons as much as are the larger es 
tablishments that send most of their 
meats to other places. 
The ordinance 
is also strict In its requirements re­ 
garding eating houses.
